Immigrants Running 


Big Industry In California 


PARAMOUNT, Calif. — “Shotgun” 
dairying, they call it, and it’s big 
business for a colony of Dutch im- 
migrants in this flat suburban dis- 
trict. 

They feed copra, among other 
things, and they often wear out an 
entire herd in a year. 

They supply more milk than any 
other county in the United States, 
yet they can’t quite meet the needs 
of the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area alone. 

This isn’t farming. It’s industry. 
The cows-are in stalls and corrals, 
for there are no placid meadows. 
Land is too costly for alfalfa grow- 
ing. ‘Paved streets, instead of coun- 
try roads, bisect the even rows of 
houses and barns and the rumble of 
feed trucks’ is never stilled. 

Forced feeding (the shotgun tech- 
nique) consists simply of giving bossy 
all she’ll eat of a rich diet—copra, 
linseed meal, cottonseed meal, hay.

nels of the coconut, comés from the 
Philippines. Plants at nearby San 
Pedro crush it, extract the oil and 
mill the residue for cattle fhed, 

Such is the intensified activity of 
Paramount, Artesia, Clearwater, 
Bellflower and Norwalk. The Dutch, 
along with substantial numbers of 
Portuguese and Swiss, go about their 
dairying with no sentiment whatever. 
When their cows “burn out”, they 
sell them for beef and buy fresh 
ones, for about $300 each. 

The average dairyman has 100 
cows on 10 acres or less. He ex- 
pects each cow to produce 1,200 gal- 
lons a year. He can't afford to be 
sentimental. 

The influx of the Dutch began af- 
ter the Second World War. Charles 
Koopmans, who operates an_ insur- 
ance and travel agency in Para- 
mount, estimates their present num- 
ber at 20,000 or more, many of whom 
left Holland because of the effects 
of the war. : 

“Holland”, he said, “is overpopu- 
lated. Those coming over now are 
largely relatives of Hollanders who 
have made money in the dairy busi- 
ness here and who.can set them up 
with a piece of land and a string of 
cows. Since the majority are experi- 
enced dairymen, visas are’ easy to 
get.” . 

In almost. every respect they be- 

come Americanized rapidly. Many 
know English before they come and 
the rest pick it up in six to eight 
months, They present no problem 
for the schools. 
As workers, they are unexcelled. 
One-newly-arrived family picked up 
the pails and marched off to the 
barns on their relative’s dairy six 
hours after they got off the train.

Friar Joseph de la Roche d’Allion, 
a missionary from France, visited 
the spring on July 18, 1627, and in 
a letter telling of his~travels; men- 
tioned discovering “a very good oil.” 

He wrote that the Indians at first 
treated the sticky fluid with super- 
stitious reverance. fater, they dis- 
covered its, valuable medicinal prop- 
erties and for many years it was 
found on the patent medicine shelves 
labeled ‘‘Seneca Oil’. R

Chemical Used 
During War-Now 
Controls Weeds 


OTTAWA.—One of the war's top 
secret weapons, the powerful chemi- 
cal 2,4-D now is being used success- 
fully in the constant effort to in- 
crease prairie crops. 

An agriculture department spdkes- 
man said that, all other things being 
equal, western’ Canada’s, grass and 
cereal crops will probably soon show 
growth as a direct, result of the use 
of 2,4-D. 

It has revolutionized weed control 


methods in Canada as well as other ° 


countries, said Dr. R. O. Bibbey of 
the botany and plant pathology di- 
vision of the department. 

So powerful is the chemical cer- 
tain crops are just as susceptible as 
certain weeds. But wheat, oats and 
rye—Canada’s three big cereal crops 
—are wholly resistant to 2,4-D’s 
killing qualities and flax is almost 
as resistant. , 

2,4-D is “very successful” in con- 
trol of wild mustard and stinkweed, 
Dr. Bibbey said in an _ interpiew. 
Sprayed over the broad prairies, it 
makes quick work of the-weeds but 


-|does vital crops no harm. 


“It is estimated 3,000,000 to 5,000,- 
000 acres in western Canada were 
sprayed with 2,4-D this year. 

This and related chemicals and 
their weed-control showings will be 
reviewed in. Winnipeg Nov. 8-5 at 
the second western Canadian weed 
control conference, Dr. Bibbey an- 
nounced. He is secretary of the na- 
tional: weed committee, composed of 
provincial and federal officials, which 
sponsors the conference. 

Because of 2,4-D’s “two-fisted” 
type of attack — on food crops as 
well as on weeds — its application 
must be handled carefully, he said. 

Farmers now can purchase for 75 
to 80 cents enough 2,4-D to spray 
an acre, Dr. Bibbey said. With spray- 
ers available for $200, a man own- 
ing a big farm can use the powerful 
chemical at a cost of about $1 an 
acre.

Owing to the fact that 
many farmers have recently become 


interested in growing rye as a’eash 
grain crop, interest in the contro! 
of ergot in Western Canada is now 
much greater than it has been in 
the past. 

What is Ergot? Ergot is a 
fungous diséase of graing and 
grasses. Although it is usually 


most conspicuous in rye, it also at- 
tacks wheat, barley, sometimes 
oats, and many wild and cultivated 
grasses, In the heads of diseased 


plants, hard, dark purple’ horn-like 


fungous growths, commonly called 


ergot bodies or “ergots”, take the 


place of the normal (true) kernels. 
These ergot bodies are highly 
polsonous to man and_ livestock. 
Consequently, care should be taken 
to remove any ergot bodies from 
grain that is to be used for human 
consumption as. well as from grain 
that is fed to stock. Furthermore, 
hay and straw that is heavily con- 
taminated with ergot should not be 
fed to livestock. * 
Control Measures. In the con- 
trol of ergot the use of ergot-free 
(clean) seed is of first importarice. 
Grain containing ergot bodies 
should be thoroughly cleaned before 
being sown. Most of these bodies 
can >be removed by cleaning 
machines, but small or broken ones 
are difficult to get rid of, The 
most effective way of eliminating 
them” is, to immerse the seed in a 
strong brine, made by adding 40 
pounds of salt to 25 gallons of 


water. The sced is then stirred, and , 


the ergot bodies float to the surface 
where, ‘they: can be skimmed off. In 
order to prevent seed injury to 
germination, the seed must be 
thoroughly washed to free it of 
‘salt, and dried immediately after-

Advance Lies 
Northward 


- Resources Minister Deeply 
Impressed With Development 
Of The Territories 


OTTAWA,—A 7,000-mile air jour- 
ney has convinced Resources Minis- 
ter MacKinnon that the route of 
Canada’s advance lies north. 

The resources minister returned 
from a three-week tour of Alberta 
and the Northwest Territories ‘deep- 
ly impressed” with the. tremendous 
strides the Dominion has made in 
the development of mineral re- 
‘sources. . 

‘The first time I went to Yellow- 
knife,” he said in an interview, “it 
was just a prospecting area. Noth- 
ing was developed and that is only, 
10 years ago. 

“Today, the face of the Northwest 
Territories has changed. There are 
three gold mines in Yellowknife. 
Soon, I believe, the Northwest Ter- 
ritories will equal Ontario and Que- 


bec in the amount of mineral pro- 
duction.” 

In Yellowknife, where there had 
been nothing but bare ground in 
1938, Mr. MacKinnon saw strawber- 
ries and tomatoes. 

“The agricultural season is short 
but intense,” he added. ‘The climate 
also is severe, but it still hasn’t kept 
some 4,000 persons from Yellowknife 
and the surrounding area.” 

At one of the three gold mines 
(Giant-Yellowknife), Mr. MacKinnon 
helped pour the first gold brick the 
company has produced. 

“Within a mdtter of months, two 
other significant events will take 
place,” he continued. “One will be 
the flow of hydro-electric power 
from the Snare river power project 
in the N.W.T. and the other will be 
the completion of the Grimshaw-Hay 
river road on the border of Alberta 
and the Territories. _ ‘ 

“On these two projects alone: the 
government is spending more than 
$7,000,000.”

VILLAGE OF IRMA 
BY-LAW No. 148 


A By-law of the Village of Irma 
concerning the parking of trucks 
on Village Main Street. 

WHEREAS it is considered ad- 
visable ‘in the -interest of public 
safety to prohibit the parking of 
all trucks over. one ton from park- 
ing at any time in the Main Street 
of the Village of Irma.
